I had the honor to write yon from M e d in a , 
under date of the 5th of Ju ly : I then r x p t& r d 
to have failed the day following, hut was d e ­ 
tained by bad weather until the 9 h. when I 
left it 
with two fmtU bomb vtffcb under 
convoy, and arrived at Syracufe, where we 
were neceftTarily detained four days. 
On ti e 
i4 .h I failed ; the fchooueis N autilus and 
Enterprize in company, with fix ^ u n -b o a ti 
and tw o bomb vetVels. generoufly loaned us 
by his Sicilian Majelly.
